HISTORY OF JOHNSTON CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 

The present school house is situated on five 
acres of land paralleling the D. M. & C. I. rail- 
road tracks. This land was chosen when four dis- 
tricts consisting of 195 sections were consoli- 
dated in 1915. The first section of the present 
building was also finished in 1915. 

One of the schools consolidated into our pre- 
sent school district was the Friar School. It was 
located about a mile west of the oresent school on 
highway 64. The school was torn down shortly after 
the first part of our present school was built. 
The Johnston School District still owns the land 
where the old Friar School was situated. This 
school was typical of many which consolidated to 
make our present school. 



The enrollment during the first year of oper- 
ation under consolidation was about 100. In 1918 
another addition was built on to the west side of 
the first building. This second addition consists 
of the gym, assembly, sixth grade room and other 
various purposes. The first class to graduate in 
the new district received their diplomas shortly 
after the second addition was completed. There 
were six persons in this first graduating class — 
Miss Kuefner, Gr^ta Ivers, Mrs. E. Betts, Marie 
Wilson, Elmer Betts, and Harry Betts. Miss Kuefner 
returned to her Alma Mater and is now teaching the 
fourth grade--Greta Ivers is a devoted steno- 
grapher — Mrs. C. Betts passed away in the spring 
and it seems as though everyone has lost track of 
Marie Wilson since she moved away from the com- 
munity. M. Z. Albers was the first superintendent 
of Johnston School. He is now County superin- 
tendent of Harding County, Iowa. 

In 1928 another addition was erected which 
houses the Kindergarden and the first grade. This 
also was added to the west side of the building. 
Again in 1939 the school board discovered more 
room was needed so as a result another addition 
was erected. This however was placed on the north 
side of the building. The third grade and the 
band room are situated in this new section. 

No more additions have been made to date but 
several improvements have been made inside of the 
building, thanks to Mr. Madden and the board which 
include resurfacing and finishing the floor, re- 
facing of the stairs, and painting of some of 
the rooms--we also have an electric clock for tim- 
ing basketball games which was built by the 
Physics Class. 

That just about sums up the past history but 
we hope the next time there is a history to write 
we will have another addition for we really do 
need it and to all of you patrons who might read 
this, we, and you, as students and past students 
of JHS, know the need for more room and a new gym, 
so please, for the benefit of future students get 
behind any move which might be started to build a 
new addition.

Stephen has barely time to prepare them for the 
coming of "the cyclone" before it arrives. There 
are Billy and Phyllis, to whom all life is a 
"lark;" Olive, spoiled twenty-year-old debutante; 
Dick, the eldest son, who has just married Eve on 
the strength of Dad’s paying the bills; and Anne, 
Stephen’s luxury-loving wife.

They are going to stay on the farm un- 
til such time as he sees fit to return, and every- 
one who expects to eat must work. Sensing his 
seriousness their amusement changes quickly to 
anger, and a stormy scene ensues. In her fury 
Olive feigns illness in order to return to the 
city. But Dr. Gray, the young village physician, 
quickly detects her sham. Anne threatens to leave 
Stephen. 

Two weeks pass. Billy has found a bosom-pal 
in Jerry, Sid’s son. Dick, through the ‘common 
sense of Eve, has decided to "snap into it." Just 
as Stephen is beginning to despair of ever winning 
over Anne and Olive, fate comes to his aid. (While 
visiting Phyllis) , Mary Marshall breaks out with 
scarlet fever, and the household is quarantined on 
the spot. The entire family is forced to remain 
together, and at the end of that time decide there 
is nothing like the simple country life. We leave 
them celebrating the silver wedding anniversary 
of Stephen and Anne with a renewed appreciation of 
each other.
